The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR § 1.74 because they fail to provide a 
required reference character. 37 CFR § 1.74 states: 
37 CFR § 1.74 Reference to drawings. 

When there are drawings, there shall be a brief description of the several views of the drawings and the 
detailed description of the invention shall refer to the different views by specifying the numbers of the 
figures and to the different parts by use of reference letters or numerals (preferably the latter). 

In the case of applicant's fig. 9C, the specification at pg. 163, line 11 makes reference 
to "The full instruction" in a sentence that is stated as so: 

'The full instruction, with its side-band complement 920, is called a "formatted instruction. 
However, in fig. 9C, there is no reference character associated with "the full instruction". 
Accordingly, the specification makes reference to an element in the drawings in direct violation 
of 37 CFR § 1.74 which states that "the detailed description ... shall refer ... to the different 
parts by use of reference letters or numerals (preferably the latter) . Reference character 920 
(which is referred to by the specification) is adjacent to a box containing labels "OPCODE", 
through "32-BIT IMMEDIATE OR DISPLACEMENT" and the context of the reference by 
the specification indicates that "the full instruction" refers to both the box containing 
"OPCODE" through "32-BIT IMMEDIATE OR DISPLACEMENT" as well as the box 
referenced as 920. However, no reference character has been provided for the box containing 
"OPCODE" through "32-BIT IMMEDIATE OR DISPLACEMENT". Correction is required. 

Applicant is reminded that when correcting this violation of the requirements of 37 
CFR § 1.74 that not only must fig. 9C be amended to include a reference character, but the 
specification must be amended in all appropriate locations to refer to that reference character.
